And my 
friend, when you see this, do not cast 
it aside, but see what you can do, She 
will never be able to reward you here 
or hereafter, but there is a reward for 
such in good deed-doing that will be 
remembered.

New York News—The President’s 
Letter—Stokes Trial. 

New York, Oct. 23.—A_ reporter 
last evening ascertained from Mr. 
Williams, President of the Metropol- 
itan National Bank, that the Presi- 
dent in his letterto Williams, merely 
acknowledges the receipt of one 
from that gentleman, and expressed 
his anxious desire to do all he could 
to relieve the monetary panie. He 
then asks the question why cannot 
the banks come together and make 
some arrangement for the relief of 
merehants and the public, adding 
that he will do all in his power to as- 
sistthem. This is saidto be the 
whole substance of the letter. 

In the resumption of Stokes trial 
to-day, Rufus Andrews deposed that 
Stokes came to consult him before 
the shooting, and gave him a retain- 
er. He was then nervous and excit- 
ed, and witness thought he was not 
insane. The Distriet Attorney asked 
the witness if he had any other rea- 
son for thinking the prisoner insane 
bevond the fact that he gave him 
(witness) a retainer and made him 
eounsel. (Laughter.) Shanks the 
city editor of the 7ri/une was brought 
from Brooklyn Court on a writ of 
habeas corpus to testify that Stokes 
had expressed to him fears that Fisk 
would take his life, other witnesses 
testified to hearing Stokes eXpress 


fears that Fisk or his emissaries 
would kill him. 
The President’s Letter to Mr. Wile 
liams. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—The Presi- 
dent having nearly reeovered from 
his sickness, which kept him from 
his office vesterday, received to-day a 
large number of visitors. On being 
asked by a friend as to the contents 
of his recent letter to Mr. Williams, 
he said ‘‘he therein repeated a former 
remark,’ namely: that in addition 
to what had already been done by 
the Government, the only way of 
relief was for the Government to buy 
exchange, but exchange could not 
now be bought, as the Government 
has no use for it, having already pur- 
chased enough on Loudon for the 
Navy and State Departmeuts to an- 
swer present purposes. There is no 
intention, he further remarked, to 
draw on the forty-four million re- 
serve, except to meet the current ex- 
penses of the Government. The 
money will be used for no other pur- 
pose. 

It would seem from further con- 
versation with the President, that the 
letter in question Was merely sugzes- 
tive, Without asserting any inteniion 
of the positive official action.

Meetang of the Bank Presidents— 

Sanitary Corps Hard at Work, eic. 

New YorRK, Oct. 23.—At a meet- 
ing ofthe bank presidents to-day, 
Mr. Williams, president of the Met- 
ropolitan National Bank, submitted 
the letter he had received from the 
President in reply to one which he 
(Williams,) at the request of a friend, 
had written to President Grant. The 
reply to this letter was very brief, 
and simply stated that for three or 
four weeks the President would feel 
disposed, in a case of urgent need, to 
issue weekly three or four milliona 
out of the legal reserve. 

The following resolutions 
adopted : 

Resolved, That the message of the 
President of the United States to the 
banks of New York be respecifully 
and gratefully acknowledged, and 
we cordially reciprocate his kind 
wishes, and will act in the spirit 
which he recommends. 

Resolved, That from and after the 
first of November next the equaliza- 
tion of legal tenders, by the banks of 
this association, be discontinued. 

A proposition came up to use the 
bank currency notes on 
Clearing House settlements. The 
proposition Was hot carried. 

The sanitary inspectors and assist- 
ants to-day received strict orders to 
look very closely for any cases of 
vellow fever or anything lke it. The 
health authorities believe many cili- 
zens of Memphis are in the city. 

Mary Reilley, the woman with 
whom Hennesey the yellow fever 
victim boarded, has tled. 

Edward Haight, Jr., a member of 
the firm of Haight « Co., Wall street, 
representing the company in the 
stock exchange, Was expelled this 
morning by auuanimous vote of the 
governing committee. The reason 
of the expulsion is because his father, 
Edward Haight, Sr., overdrew his 
account four hundred thousand dol- 
lars in the bank of the Common- 
wealth. He paida part of it, but 
failed to pay the remainder, resulting 
in the ruin of the bank.
